Gone are the days of wondering, 
“Now where did that office move 
to?” every time students had to ntake 
a tuition payment, change their class 
schedule or talk to their financial aid 
advisor. Avila’s administrative 
offices have all moved back home to 
Blasco Hall. 

Blasco Hall, originally built in 
1963, was vacated last semester in 
order to undergo a complete renova- 
tion. The admissions, financial aid 
and academic dean’s offices, as well 
as the Student Resource Center, were 
temporarily relocated to Carondelet 
Hall, while the Business Office. 
Registrar, the mail room and the rest 
of the administrative offices were 
housed in one large room off the tun- 



nel in lower level O’Riellv Hall. In 
the meantime, construction fences 
went up around Blasco and the entire 
building was gutted. 

Six months later the entire build- 
ing has a brand new look and stu- 
dents can now know exactly where 
to go to take care of business: 

•Need to pay tuition? Enter Blasco 
on the lower level using the newly 
installed doorway on the southwest 
side of the building. The Business 
Office is directly to the left. 

•Need to add or drop a class? The 
fastest way to find the Registrar is to 
use Blasco's southeast entrance. The 
Registrar’s Office is on the upper 
level to the right. 

•Questions about financial aid? 
The Financial Aid Office now occu- 
pies the southwest corner of Blasco’s 
upper level. Use the southeast 
entrance stairwell to go up, then turn 
left at the first doorway. 

•Need help adjusting to college 
life? 

•Want more information about 



Avila’s Intensive Language and 
Culture Program (ILCP) for 
international students? 

•Need counseling for career or 
personal reasons? 

•Want help writing that first 
major paper? 

For any or all of these reasons, 
visit Avila’s Student Resource 
Center now locat- 
ed in the south end 
of lower level 
Blasco. When 
using the southeast 
entrance stairwell, 
the College Skills 
and Career Services offices are 
located to the right (southeast cor- 
ner) and the Counseling, ILCP and 
Writing Specialist offices are; to the 
left (southwest corner). See the 
Student Resources Center secretary 
to schedule appointments.

27-29 flood relief days at Avila. 
College employees who volun- 
teered to help the Red Cross with 
its sandbagging efforts in 
Wyandotte County were granted 



time off from work with full pay. 

Fifteen people from Avila donat- 
ed 60 hours of service to the Red 
Cross during the 3-day period. 
Most helped out at Indian Springs 
Shopping Center by filling sand- 
bags or providing food and bever- 
ages to the sandbaggers. Some also 
assisted at an emergency shelter set 
up at Schlagle High School in 
Kansas City, Kansas. 

Avila’s volunteer efforts were 
coordinated through Nancy 
Wormington in the Service 
Learning office.
